even a very sunny snow slope, and yet 
one does not become sunburned No doubt 
,he surface of the snow reflects aud dis- 
)urses much heat, but certainly far less 
,han it receives, as heat rays are absorbed 
and rendered latent by the snow melting 
and evaporation. Experience fully cor- 
roborates this, for one may lie on one's 
jack and freoly expose the face for long 
jeriods to the sun and yet remains un- 
jurned 
There must, therefore, be some 


me factor in bunburu than heat alone. 


In discussing the subject with Professor 


Tyndall bo added the very interesting and 
significant fact that he was never more 
>urned on snow than while experiment- 
ng with tho electric light at the North 
?oroland lighthouse, where there was no 
leat sufficient to produce such an effort. 


'. am aware that sometimes, in peculiar 
conditions of the atmosphere, tho direct 
iuii's ray» i.ill burn. I have met with 
some sinjr.iUir instances where several 
persons have been burned on the same 
lay, even in England, who had never pre- 
viously suffered in that way. I am fur-

>e severely sunburned, and that In boat- 
.ng the same may occasionally happen.

HOME EDUCATION. 


PLAY SHOULD BE A PART OF THE 


HOUSEHOLD SYSTEM. 


Hereafter Education Will Mean the Cult- 


ure of the Vfliole Bods— Damage Some- 
times Done In the Schoolroom— Moral 
Atmo§phere of the Home. 


Children should not be compelled to 


take to the streets for sport. It should 
be a part of the household system to 
afford play, and to do it as snroly and sys- 
tematically as books and food 
We have 


a good deal yet to learn about play. Wo 
should have our hours for sport and re- 
laxation 
when the 
wholo 
household 


join in games. As home education in- 
creases, and it must increase, these hours 
will be doubly necessary. 
I would not 


allow a child to study or read over an hour 
consecutively. Then let him play and 
exercise his body cue hour 
At what age 


should we cea^o to plav? If fools, we may 
stop early in life. Only wise people never 
cease to love uid enjoy games. 


But the play room k not al! 
This is 


the age of manual culture 
The <;raiidc^t 


of innovations has occurred. 
Hereafter 


education will mean the culture of the 
wholo body — handrraft as well as )>p'id- 
craft. 
It follows that each hou-i' i 
s 


intended for a home should have u» j . i 
vision for the education of tho hand — a 
workshop, a tool room for every member 
of the family to find his choseu occupa- 
tion. If necessary, a separate building 
should adjoin the house. 
AVhrrn there 


are five children there may be five separate 
occupations chosen. One of mine prefers 
carpenters' tools and engineering, another 
E 


riuters', and a third cure* mainly for 
orticulturo. 


OUR 6CIIOOI. SYSTEM FAULTY. 


I am now advocating such household 


appurtenances purely ou tho score of 
health. Our school system is a blunder. 
No child should study from 9 till 12; and 
especially in rooms where they must sit. 
A child at study should, rnuch of his time, 
be on his feet, or reclinUig if he chooses, 
aud changing about. When you add the 
books taken homo for evening study, you 
have shown up our common method, 
whereby, to perfection, we destroy the 
health, vigor, beauty and character of our 
children. Every one is damaged, and the 
majority are spoiled. 1 insist upon play 
as a duty, as a part of life, as in fact it- 
self a part of study. A teacher of play 
would be far more sensible than the piano 
at |2 to $4 a lesson. 


How about dancing? As a matter of 


health it is generally of no advantage 
whatever. It is no sooner acquired than 
night is turned into day, and then the 
play Is carried to such extremes as to be 
disastrous. I have watched this matter 
from a physician's standpoint, and object 
totally to three or four hours and especially 
to six or eight, devoted to hilarious danc- 
ing, and those hours the ones that nature 
devotes to sleep. There is another point 
I cannot overlook. It is the close contact 
of bodies in round dances — a contact un- 
wholesome, purely from a physical point 
of view. The moral effect others may 
discuss, but I object to any delicate per- 
son being borne so closely Into the atmos- 
phere of grosser, coarser ones. The phys- 
ic*! effect is not likely to be understood, 
but It is seriously evil. I do not, there- 
fore, care for dancing, unless conducted 
as a part of home sport, as it is not likely 
to be. 


A GOOD MORAL ATMOBPHEBE. 


It Is, however, folly to talk of a 


healthy home that is not charged with a 
good moral atmosphere. I assure you the 
moral atmosphere la as real aud tangible 
and efficient aa the physical; and those 
who refuse or neglect to consider it will 
suffer accordingly. It is impossible for 
us to have about us, In close intimacy, 
those of gross temperament and physical 
sensuality, aud not feel the effect on our 
bodies as well as on our minds. This holds 
good, of course, of our own relation to 
ourselves. 
If we do not sustain a spirit 


of self-control and manly aspiration In 
our souls, our bodies are diseased as a 
consequence 
One-half of all disease is 


the result of unsanitary mental condi- 
tions. 
Uniform honor, good faith, man- 


hood, temperate desire, kindliness, will 
have a powerful effect in sustaining vig- 
orous physical health. 


I have a brother physician who insists 


that if all people would keep In tho best 
of humor for ono hour before eating, 
during meals and for ono hour after, they 
would never bo troubled with any dis- 
orders of digestion, or with headaches. 
He is a trifle crochety, but lie is not far 
from right in his valuation of 'good tem- 
per as a foe to dyspepsia. At meal time 
it is peculiarly Important that all should 
be decorous aud kindly. The fashion of 
haste and fret at our meals is au Indica- 
tion of nervous irritation, and affects 
digestion directly. 
Hut in all other ways 


a house should be delivered from tho de- 
structive influence of immoral or unmoral 
habits. An habitual scold is not only a 
disagreeable termagant, but a destroyer 
of the physical healt h of her children. 
The effect on moral character is tallied 
by the effect on tho features of the young. 
I have supposed 
nome to 
bo more 


sensitive to 
moral atmosphere than 


others, but 
on larger experience I 


am satisfied that all are influenced in this 
way, and to their serious detriment. The 
art of building a healthy home is depend- 
ent upon the art of being ourselves pur* 
hearted and honorable, generous, jnst and 
adaptable.— M. Maurice, M. D., in Globe- 
Democrat. 


Some Curlotsfl Garden Dealing. 


The art of the florist has made wonder- 


ful advances of late. Thousands of per 
sons have visited the Danvers (Mass.) hos- 
pital grounds the last few weeks. The 
object in view by the many strangers is 
to see the marvelous flower beds designed 
and arranged by the florist and gardener, 
Etore Tassinari, which are now in prime 
condition and rival anything of their kind 
In the United States. 


The largest design is a Chinese pagoda, 


seventeen feet high, with a dome sup- 
ported by six pillars, aud an archway be- 
neath high enough to pass under without 
stooping. There are three fountains and 
thirty varieties of plants. Tho front of 
the base has a calendar of growing plants 
in portable boxes and the back a shield, 
flags and draperies. Florists from far and 
near have pronounced this design the best 
they ever saw. A solar clock or sun dial 
attracts much attention, as it accurately 
tells the time of day by a pole of growing 
plants placed at an angle of 47 degs. and 
pointing to the north star. The shadow 
falls on floral numerals in the rim of a 
horseshoe shaped bed of plants. There 
are numerous beds of lesser note, and 
several photographs have been taken of 
the principal ones. — Troy Times.

The real and 
only test of strength in the late election 
was in the States where there were fair 
elections—that is, in the North. The 
vote in the Southern States has no more 
bearing upon the question of the strength 
of the Democratic party than has the 
vote in Canada or Scotland. The test of 
the vote in the North shows that there 
were 469,681 more votes against the Dem- 
ocratic policy than there were for it. 


THE Constitution of Illinois provides 


that "the sessions of the General Assem- 
bly shall commence at 12 o'clock noon 
on the Wednesday next after the first 
Monday in January in the year next 
ensuing the election of members thereof."
